THE RULE ON ACCIDENTS. 


Following ts the rule governing accidents to yachts in contest: 

Accidents.—-In case a serious accident occurs to either vessel prior to the preparatory signal she 
Shall have snfficient time to effect repairs before being required to start, or if such accident occurs 
during before being required to start In the next race. 

This agreement was signed on behalf of the New York Yacht Club by d. Plerpont Morgan, commo- 
dore; J. V. 8.

There has been no change in these conditions of any moment, except the agreement entered into 
personally the other day between Mr. Iselin, for the Columbia, and Sir Thomas Lipton, for the Sham- 
rock, to sail out any race in which an accident oceurs to one of the yachts 

In other words they eliminated all questions of doubtful politeness to a luck-stricken contestant 
by agreeing that a race Was a race in event of an accident. If the Columbia breaks her mast, the 
Shamrock is to finish and score the victory.

Within half an hour after the start, which

Columbia, under the rules governing con- 
tests for the international trophy, pro- 
ceeded.to sail over the course alone. 

At the time of the accident the cup de- 
fender was leading the challenger at least 
100 vards. 

The starting gun was fired at 11 o'clock. 
At 100:00'40 Shamrock crossed the line, Co- 
lummbia following a few seconds later. 

For about a quarter of an hour the Sham- 
rock held the lead, but made no gain. Then 
the defender overhauled and passed her, 
and continued to gain until the catastrophe 
occurred that dashed Sir Thomas Lipton’s 
hopes. Shamrock was sianding off to sea 
on the port tack, it being the longest sf the 
two beards she had taken to windward 
after crossing the starting line.

The rule that a watchman shall remain 
on guard at the manhole at the surface to 
help up those below in event of accident 
was not observed. When the imprisoned 
men found their way to the manhole, it 
was closed.

Boyle 
worked on alone, repairing the masonry 
about 100 yards west of Broadway, 

Weinling was farthest east. He was, as 
near as he can remember, about two blocks 
below the Broadway manhole. Butler was 
next and Hunt was nearest the manhole. 

Of course, it was dark in the sewer— 
such condensed darkness as is never above 
the earth’s surface. Each man carried a 
kerosene torch mounted on a short stick,

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FALL AT 
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Eighteen of the British Force Slain in Repelling 
an Attack Made on Their In-

Critical Situation of Cecil Rhodes’ Small Force at Kim- 
berly; Soldiers of the Two Republics Massing 
in Strong Bodies About Dundee 
and Ladysmith. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—A special dis- 
patch from Cape Town says that 300 
Boers and 18 British have been killed in 
a battle at Mafeking. 

It is inferred that the Boers attacked 
the intrenched position occupied by Col. 
Baden-Powell’s troops, who, fighting be- 
hind earthworks, were enabled to inflict 
a severe loss upon their assailants and 
repulse them. 

A later dispatch says the British made 
a sortie from :Mafeking in force and at- 
tacked the Boers, who were investing the 
town. After fierce fighting, the British 
carried the day. 


KIMBERLEY, Oct. 17.—An armored train, 
while reconnoitering near Spytfontein, en- 
gaged the Boers, killing five and wounding 
seven. The British had no losses. 


LORENZO MARQUEZ, Oct. 17.—Refugees 
who have just arrived here from the Trans- 
vaal report that the Boers have been re- 
pulsed at Mafeking, sustaining heavy losses. 


(Lorenzo Marquez is on Delagoa Bay, nearly 500 
miles from Mafeking. The above dispatch is dis- 
credited in London.) 


CAPE TOWN, Oct. 17.—Belated dispatches 
from the front say that fighting continues 
north of Mafeking. The British, after the 
second engagement, retired in the direction 
of the town, but they resumed the attack 
shortly afterwards, two burghers being 
eid and three wounded. 

The Boers engaged were impeded owing 
to the want of heavy artillery, which was 
gubsequently obtained from Gen. Cronje, 
who is with the reserve forte. 


7. “Another dispatch says that a British ar- 
j'‘mored train ‘sent to repair the railway line 
Jopened fire on the Boer commando north of 
|™Mafeking. One burgher was killed and two 


were wounded. 

A second engagement followed, tn which 
nine British were wounded. 

While Gen. Cronje’s troops were near the 
broken railway bridge, nine miles north of 
Mafeking, an approaching train loaded with 
dynamite was fired upon and blown up. 

A special dispatch from Mafeking says 
that all was intact there up to Saturday 
night. At that time the Boer artillery was 
being brought up, but it had not been 
placed in position. According to these ad- 
vices, the British have blown up the Hope- 
town railway bridge over the Orange River, 
with a view of checking the Boer advance 
southward. | 

It is expected that the Boers will cut off 
Kimberley’s water supply; but, the De- 
Beers dam contains enough for a consider- 
able period. 

The archbishop has issued a pastoral 
earnestly reminding the clergy and laity 
that men of honor and integrity equal to 
their own espouse the opposite side seeing 
that warm friends and even families are 
divided in this crisis. 

In concluding he says: “I beg you all 
to avoid rash talking and to endeavor to 
pave the way to a durable peace and ito 
friendly relations when, by God's mercy, 
the war shall be a thing of the past.” 

A dispatch from Ladysmith says that the 
threatened assault upon Glencoe is belleved 
to be a feint in the hope of weakening the 
garrison here and exposing the towns to 
the westward. 

The Boers are resting preparatory to com- 
pleting their encircling movement for an 
attack upon Dundee. 

They cannot advance much further with- 
out coming into. contact with British -cav- 
alry who screen the positions. 

Nevertheless, the situation ts such that 
little fighting is expected in the near fu- 
ture in this section apart from desultory 
outpost skirmishes. 

All the women and children have 
Dundee. 

From Colesburg come persistent reitera- 
tions of the report that the Boers have 
attacked Mafeking, being thrice repulsed 


with heavy losses. 

Smallpox has broken out here among the 
natives from Johannesburg. Eight cases 
have been discovered. 


BATTLE REPORTS DISCREDITED 


London Believes That No Heavy 
Fighting Has Taken Place in 
South Africa.

LONDON, Oct. 17.—Belated dispatches 
from the scene of action In South Africa 
throws little fresh light upon the situation.

To-day's news from the western border 
reduces the alleged heavy fighting at Ma- 
feking to ordinary proportions. The eariler 
sensational story originated tn the skir 
mishes between the armored train an: 
small detachments of Boers, although since 
then much may have happened to the little 
garrison. 

It is difficult to understand how refugees 
arriving at Lorenzo Marquez should have 
come intu possession of news of serious 
Boer losses at Mafeking. At the same 
time it must be remembered that much 


news from the Transvaal is likely to cOme 
by way of Delugoa Bay, as most of the 
other channe!s are strictly censored. 


WILL RHODES BE CAPTURED? 


Kimberley Invested and All Communi- 
cation With Other Points 
Cut Off.

LONDON, Oct. 17.—Wiil Cecil Rhodes be 
captured by the Boers? 

That ts the question that is agitating the 
British Government and people more than 
any other for the moment. 

Official information ‘has been received 
that Kimberley has been invested by the 
Boers, all communication being cut off. Fhe 
raiiroad track has been destroyed by the 
Boers at intervals for 7) miles, rendering 
the forwarding of relief a slow matter, as 
the repairing of the road is only possible 
under the protection of a strong covering 


force. which will not be availabie for four 
or five weeks to come. 

Rhodes boasted last Friday that he felt 
as safe at Kimberley as he would feel in 
Piccadilly, a vaunt that {ts now beginning 
to wear a different aspect. 

The defending force consists of 3000 men 
engaged on the De Beers mines, a large 
proportion raw levies, unaccustomed to use 
a rifle. 

The Boer force investing this town Is es- 
timated at 49, with severa! guns, able to 
give a good account of themselves in bom- 
barding the defensive works, which con- 
sist of refuse and blue clay from the dia- 
mond mines. 

No fear is felt for Rhodes’ personal safety 
if he should be capturedalive, but the mora! 
effect of such a capture would be very se- 
rious for Engiish prestige, especially among 
those natives who are waiting to attack 
whioh ever Side they consider likeiy to be 
beaten.

lament, whose wife and her sister, Mrs.

COLUMBIA WINS, 
SHAMROCK CRIPPLED.

making one of her quick turns she did not 
gain headway quite as quick as Capt. Barr 
anticipated and Shamrock ran up and took 
the windward berth. Despite every effort of 
Capt. Barr he could not get Columbia from 
under Shamrock and when the starting 
gun was fired he was forced across the 
line in the leeward position. 

Both boats went across the line on the 
starboard tack, under mainsails, club top- 


sails and two top headsails and just as she 
crossed ‘Columbia broke out her baby top- 
sail. 

Shamrock, however, after yesterday’s ex- 
perience, kept to her two lower headsails, 
A minute after the boats had started Sham- 
rock tacked to port and Columbia followed 
a minute after. The latter, however, stood 
on just far enough so that when shé came 
around she was to the windward of Sham- 
rock. Five minutes after the start the 
boats were still holding the port tack and 
Shamrock seemed to-pull out a bit on Co- 
lumbia. 


The course was east by south; then south- 
west, half east; then ‘north, northwest— 
making the first leg of 10 miles a beat to 
windward, then on broad reaches on the 
econd and third legs. 
¢ The yachts crossed the line in the follow- 
ing order: 
Shamrock 
Columbia 

Shamrock got 
time allowance at the start. 

Five minutes after the start the positions 
of the boats had not much changed, but 
Columbia stood straighter and had better 
wind, and was outpointing Shamrock. When 
14 minutes over the course, Columbia passed 
the greenboat, and was standing well to 
windward, and at Far Rockaway seemed 
to be rapidly drawing ahead. The wind was 
then from the east, blowing 10 to 12 miles 

hour. 

At 11:21 the boats had covered about four 
miles of the course, Columbia leading. 
When about five miles out, half-way to 
the first mark, Shamrock suddenly turned 
out of her course and it was seen that an 
accident had happened to her. 

She turned about and started back for 

e lightship. 

Wie: see overhauled her {t was discov- 
ered that her topmast with the big club 
topsaii had been carried away, and she wis 
out of the race. 

The accident happened at 11:24, 


After a minute’s delay to see that she 
was not needed to assist the crippled Sham- 


rock, Columbia sailed away over the course, 
rounding the first mark at 12:36:20, 


LONDON FEELS GLOOMY 


Britishers Much Disappointed Over the 
Poor Showing Made by Sham- 
rock Monday. 


LONDON, Oct. 17.—Londoners feel as 
gloomy over the Shamrock’s defeat as they 


would be over a British reverse in South 
Africa. They hope for better luck in future 
trials. The Daily News says: 

‘Fhe Shamrock was handsomely beaten. 
This is the more mystifying, as the weather 
was that in which the Shamrock is said to 
revel. Every prediction has been falsified, 
for she only began to pull up on the home 
stretch when the wind had fallen. Accord- 
ing to our oa seamanship had a 
deal to do with it. The Shamrock was out- 
pointed and outfooted from the start. The 
probability is that the yachts are as nearly 
equal as can be and all the difference lies in 
the judgment with which they were sailed. 
There is nothing left but to wish for mild 
breezes. Meantime; hail Columbia for a 
very creditable piece of work.’’ 

Fhe Morning Post admits that the Colum- 
bia pointed better than the Shamrock and 
says: 
“If we merely had yesterday's race on 
which to base calculations, we sould be 
~~ to acknowledge that the Columbia 
is ¢t better boat, ‘The records of the 
abortive races tell a different story, and the 
Columbia certainly had the best of the 
wind at a critical part of the race. The 
sole excuse that can be urged for the Sham- 
rock is that she did not sai] as well as was 
expected.,”’

THREE MEN SWEPT 


THROUGH A SEWER.

his exrerienced aud sensitive ankles told 
him that the water was becoming steadily 
cooler 

Now, ordinary sewage is always warm, 
even in winter, for it is many feet below 
the surface and away from the influence of 
the atmosphere, and when sewage becomes 
suddenly cold, sewer men know that the 
cause can be but one thing—rain. And 
when rain begins to descend it is time for 
everybody to go to the surface. The ex- 
tent or result of a rainstorm can not be 
foretold in the depth of a sewer, and pos- 
sible disaster Is not to be risked. 

With the dawning upon Weinling that the 
slight and steadily increasing rise was from 
rain came the knowledge, born of exper- 
ience, that the rise was too persistent to 
proceed from a slight shower. Ere he had 
determined to start for the manhole the 
water reacher to his knees, so quick was 
the rise. And {ft was running rapidly. 
Weinling picked up his torch and started 
for the manhole, and so alarmed was he 
that he did not carry his tools, but left 
them behind. 

The water gained volume and. became 
swifter with every step. It was difficult to 
walk in. 

Weinling saw ahead the torches of his 
companions. He called to them and they 
to him. They were in the bend and waited 
for him, he thought. But When. he got 
into the bend he found the current so 
much swifter that he made poor progress 
and it seemed they must wait a long time 
for him to come up with them.

Hunt carromed off the walls, half rose, 
and fell again and when he came to his 
feet he struck Weinling who was retaining 
his position by holding to a projecting piece 
of stone. The three held to each other and 
consulted in shouts. Their eves became 
somewhat accustomed to the darkness and 
allat the same time discovered a thin verti- 
cal shaft of gray just ahead.

the place they thought safety lay. But— 
the hole was covered. 

The light they had seen was but the feeble 
rays that had filtered through the crack 
between the covering plate and the gaskei 
at the surface of the manhole. ‘They had 
thought the thin light was because of ap- 
proaching darkness. 

‘here was the man to put down a lad- 
der for them, or a rope? Above all where 
was the man to lift the heavy iron plate 
which imprisoned them?

Two cousins of Hon. William J. Bryan 
play an important part in -the story, with 
secondary parts in the hands of several 
young women, all St. Louisans. 

Lee Webster of Salem, IIL, sued that city 
for $20,000 damages, caused by injuries re- 
ceived by driving into an excavation in a 
street. For six months following his injury 


Webster was in St. Louis. He entered the 
Baptist Hospital at Garrison and Franklin 
avenues early last November. Dr. C. C. 
Morris, superintendent of that institution, 
diagnosed his case and said he was suffer- 
ing from an injury to the spine, due to his 
fall when his buggy was overturned by the 
excavation in a street of Salem. Monday 
a jury in the County Court at Centralia, 
Ill... awarded Webster damages in the sum 
of $ There are those who say the 
amount would have been much larger had 
it not been for the episode in a St. Louis 
boarding house. 

When Webster went to the Baptist Hos- 
pital he was placed under the care of a 
Miss Chambers, a trained nurse, who was 
studying for her diploma at the hospital. 
Webster remained at the hospital until 
May, when he returned to his home at Sa- 
lem. During his absence Miss Chambers 
graduated and left the hospital. On Aug. 
24 Webster returned to St. Louis for ad- 
ditional treatment. 

Meanwhile, he had filed suit against the 
city of Salem for $20,000. The Mayor of 
Salem, Thomas Marshall, is a second cousin 
of W. J. Bryan. So is Webster. Family 
differences had arisen, and while the two 
spoke when they met, they were not on 
friendly terms. Mayor Marshall deter- 
mined to learn the exact extent of Web- 
ster’s injuries. According to testimony in 
court, he hired a detective to watch Web- 
ster during his second visit to St. Louis. 


Ths detective was a witness at the trial. 
Among other things he told of a little oc- 
currence at the boarding house of Mrs. 
Charles A. Smith at 2828 Morgan street. 

It appears that when Webster returned to 
St. Louis and learned that Miss Chambers 
was not at the Baptist Hospital he hunted 
her up at Mrs. Stewart’s boarding house 
and went there to live and hired Miss 
Chambers as ‘his attendant. 

Evidence was adduced to show that one 
afternoon Webster, whose spine was sup- 
posed to have been seriously injured,’ was 
found in an apparent attempt to climb 
over a transom to get into a room where 
Miss Chambers was. 

This was one of the strong points made 
by the city at the trial. Webster left St. 
Louis ten days ago. Miss Chambers ac- 
companied him to Salem and is still there. 

Dr. C. C. Morris, superintendent of the 
Baptist Hospital, was a witness at the 
trial. He said Tuesday: 

“Misé Chambers was formerly a nurse 
here and after leaving here she attended 
Webster at Mrs. Stewart's boarding house. 
The evidence showed that a number of 
young fo'ks were romping about the house 
and Miss.Chambers ran into Webster’s 
room. Webster leaped on a trunk and one 
of the young ladies stuck him with a pin 
and he jumped and grabbed the door frame 
at the transom. 

“Feeling was pretty high at Salem and 
the jury apparently thought it showed that 
Webster was not badly injured. I know 
that (Mayor Marshall had a detective on 
Webster's track.

The President Tours the Country in State and 
Pomp; the Nebraskan Travels in 
Democratic Simplicity.

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THE LATTER’S WONDERFUL HOLD 
UPON THE PEOPLE SHOWN IN KENTUCKY.

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No Man Since Henry Clay Has in the Minds of the Multi- 
tude So Closely Linked Himself With the Polit- 
ical Faith for Which He Stands.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 17.—William J. 
Bryan is in Central Kentucky to-day and 
the crowds that greeted him in Western 
Kentucky yesterday are duplicated. 

Mrs. Bryan is traveling with her hus- 
bands. Her arrival was a surprise and was 
due to Mr. Bryan's physical condition. He 
is still having serious trouble with his 
throat and lungs. Fred White, Democratic 
candidate for Governor of Iowa, at whose 
home Mr. Bryan was ill last week, tele- 
graphed Mrs. Bryan to come and watch 
over Mr. Bryan during the Kentucky trip, 
and she responded instantly. 

Mr. Bryan coughs a great deal and be- 
tween speeches spends his time in _ his 
stateroom on the special train spraying his 
throat and inhaling a medicinal vapor. 
When ‘he speaks he keeps his head cov- 
ered with a cap. Yet he has not lost his 
oratorical power. His voice remains deep, 
full and penetrating. His eyelids are swol- 
len and red and his face drawn with deep 
lines. But he told the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent that he felt strong, and the 
crowds that the addresses on the journey 
are not able to tell that he is ill. 

There is a wonderful contrast between 
this journey undertaken by Mr. Bryan and 
that of his antagonist, President McKinley. 

The President was surrounded by all the 
most powerful elements in the country. 
Men of many millions and men of fame 
were at either elbow, and when he marched 
through the streets of Chicago troops in 
brilliant uniforms surrounded him. 
traveted only in state, and to casual ob- 
servers he seemed the incarnation of pow- 
er, supported by friends over whom nothing 
in this country could prevail. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bryan came to Cairo ac- 
companied only by a solitary young Ken- 
tuckian. Mr. Bryan. occupies a modest 
stateroom in a modest Pullman. He wears 
an old rusty black suit and his turn-down 
collar is frayed. Then men who joined 
him in Cairo represented no wealth and 
very little power. 

Most of them came from rural communi- 
ties, where the dollar is scarce and the 
news from the greater world outside comes 
in a vague and exaggerated form. 

Everything in Mr. Bryan’s car is marked 
by the extreme of Democratic simplicity. 
Those traveling upon it get their meals 
when they can, There is no particular 
seat assigned to anybody; there is no 
frivolity whatever. Mr. Bryan himself is 
one of the crowd—merely the most con- 
spicuous man in It, 

But this plain man in his rustic clothes 
is the undoubted leader of the rural, De- 
mocracy of the West and South. His hold 
upon the farmers has not been weakened. 
No one can follow his triumphal procession 
—for such it is—and doubt it. 

They refuse to listen to the suggestion 
that he may not be elected. They are 
faithful through time and misfortune alike 
to Bryan, He has a hold upon the people 
of the South and West which no other man 
has had since Henry Clay, 


Proof of this unswerving loyalty was giv- 
en in Mr, Bryan’s trip through Western 
Kentucky, where he was rece.ved by great 
crowds, all burning with enthusiasm. This 
part of the State is heavily Democratic, so 
he was speaking to people who already 
agreed with him. Perhaps on this ac- 
count his efforts were wasted, yet many 
of the farmers traveled all night in order 
to be at the station when he spoke. 


The great question w:th Kentucklans was 
whether Bryan would indorse the candidacy 
of Goebel or confine himself to national] is- 
sues. Mr. Bryan indorsed Goebe!] in his 
@rset speech, which was made at Bardwell, 
but it was in a measure a qualified in- 
dorsement. He said the Democrats had a 
great fight before them in 1900, and that 
they could not afford to be divided any- 
where with such a struggle at hand. 

“I believe,’’ ea:d he, “that any Demo- 
crat who stands upon the Chicago plat- 
form is better than any Republican who 
is against it.’’ 


Mr. Goebel, who was sitting just behind 
him on the platform, frowned a little at 
this doubtful praise. In continuance, Mr. 
Bryan said he understood that there was 
dissatisfaction in the State wth the Louls- 
ville convention that nominated the pres- 
ent straight Democratic ticket, but he did 
not beileve that it was a time now to ques- 
tion the action of that convention. For 
Kentucky to go Republican this year would 
be an encouragement to all Republicans and 
d.scouragement to all Democrats. If any 
wrong were done in the convention, if 
there were @ny,grievances to settle, let 
them rest until after the Presidential race, 
and then the people of Kentucky could at- 
tend to their own affairs and dispose of 
thelr oOwWn quarrels without hurting the 
Democratic party in genera!. 

Mr. Bryan's hearers apparently did not 
know how to take this statement and were 
ef.ent. In hs speech Bryan did not mea- 
tion Goebel’s name, and soon turning from 
the subject enlarged upon national issues 
and the necessity of electing Joe Blackburn 
to the Senate. Blackburn's name he men- 
tioned many times, 


“Whether the next President of the Unit- 
ed States," he said, “is a Democrat de- 
pends somewhat on what you do 
in Kentucky this year. Three years 
ago Kentucky did not help the 
Democratic party to any great extent. 
I belleve the people voted better 
than the country counted. I am not sure 
but we carried the State, but I am eure 
we did not get it. Kentucky is a Demo- 
cratic State and we have a right to expect 
it to be Democratic in 1900," 

He said that President McKinley's an- 
founcement of the intention to hold the 
Philippines wes the first announcement of 
= President @f the United States against

the spirit and doctrine of the Declaration 
of Independence. In reference to the Pres- 
ident’s declaration that Congress would 
provide for the government of the islands, 
he said you should substitute Parliament 
for Congress and revert to the time when 
the colonies asked recognition of King 
George. 

He ridiculed the claim that we had a 
right to the islands because we had pur- 
chased them from a discredited monarchy, 
and said that we could not buy the Phil- 
ippines after we had armed them to fight 
Spain. He then touched upon the silver 


| question as a matter of vital interest to 


the people, and urged the reaffirmation of 
the Chicago platform. 


When he finished the crowd called for 
Goebel, who promptly responded. He has 
been called a demagogue, but so far as 
manner is concerned, the accusation is a 
great injustice. He has none of the pop- 
ular arts, but is cold, reserved, rarely 
shakes hands and never appears to seek 
popularity. 

His bearing when speaking is that of de- 
flance. It shows in the set of his heavy 
jaws and every movement of his firm fig- 
ure. His posture is distinctly aggressive 
and his deep, harsh voice sounds like that 
of a military officer giving commands in 
the field. 

When he arose the crowd was silent and 
gazed at him with intense curiosity. This 
was not the kind of speaker to whom 
they were accustomed; not the old familiar 
hand-shaking sort. This man seemed to 
feel that he was hunted and yet to defy 
every attack. 

Mr. Goebel did not speak over a minute. 
He said that the Louisville & Nashville 
Railroad had sought to run the Guberna- 
torial Convention in Kentucky, and if he 
had submitted to its dictation he would 
have been a fit candidate of August Bel- 
mont and Milton H. Smith, the president 
of the road, for the Governorship, but he 
would not submit. He would never allow 
any corporation or individual to ride rough- 
shod over him. That was all he said, de- 
livered in a defiant tone. The applause for 
him was even greater than that for Bryan. 

At Mayfield, a town of 5000 inhabitants, 
about 15,000 people were in waiting, and 
both Bryan and Goebel were received with 
great enthusiasm. There Bryan became 
less reserved in his indorsement of Goe- 
bel, mentioning his name several times and 
urging the election of the Goebel ticket in 
the interests of national harmony. 

Subsequent to his speech he told the 
Post-Dispatch correspondent that he did 
not intend to attack the Brown or bolting 
Democrats. He would not mention Brown's 
name, he said, and he would do or say 
nothing to increase the factional quarrels. 

He devoted the larger part of his: speech 
to national issues, chiefly the Philippine 
question, repeating His well-known convic- 
tions. Among his epigrams was this: ‘I 
am unwilling to see a homogenous repub- 
Mc turned into @ heterogenous empire.’’ In 
this sentiment the crowd was thoroughly 
with him. 

Mr. Goebel’s reception from point to 
point was good. He said to the Post-Dis- 
patch correspondent that he was satisfied, 
and expressed firm confidekce in his elec- 
tion. Mr. Bryan’s trip, he said, would help 
him greatly. 

There was nothing in the attitude of the 
crowds to indicate whether Goebel would 
or would not triumph. He spoke to Demo- 
cratic audiences, and while some applaud- 
ed, many were silent. 


Mr. Bryan never referred in his speeches 
to the Goebel election law, which, it is 
charged, was devised to make the State 
Democratic, whether it voted so or not, 
but Mr. Goebel defended it, saying that it 
would prevent Republican frauds. Mr. 
Bryan, however, declared more than once 
that he believed the State of Kentucky was 
stolen from him t!n 1896. 

In his speech at Fulton he said: 


“You can do some pretty good yelling 
here, but I want to tell you if you will 
elect Mr. Goebel Governor and Joe Black- 
burn Senator there will be more yelling in 
Nebraska than we have here. 

“They say a man does not want another 
to do better than himself, but I am not 
selfish when I say I want you to give Goebel 
a larger majority than you did me in 1896. 
While I appreciate the splendid vote of 
1896, I believe our party is stronger than 
it was then and there are sixteen reasons 
to one why it should be.”’ 

Later in the afternoon speeches were 
made at Kuttawa, the home of ex-Congress- 
man William J. Stone, one of the candi- 
sone defeated by Mr. Goebel for the nom- 
nation. 

There has been a question of veracity 
between Goebel] and Stone, the latter claim- 
ing that the former had broken promises 
made to him and Goebel denying it. This 
resulted in a newspaper controversy be- 
tween them; in which almost a cha lenge 
was issued. 

Stone did not appear when the Bryan 
train stopped. and Goebel was well re- 
ceived, 

Goebel’s manner throughout/the day re- 
mained determined and defiant Always 
there was the same dead silence in the 
crowd when he appeared, the same |ooK of 
eager curiosity and the challenging reply 
from Goebel’s eyes, which seemed to say, 
“Who's afraid?” In this way he appeais 
very strongly to the people of a fighting 
race, who respect courage. 


The largest crowd of the day was met 
at Mayfield. There Mr. Bryan, mounted 
on a platform, said he did not know in 
which direction to talk. 

“I may face in all directions on this plat- 
form,”’ he said, “but do not on the 
Chicago platform. 

“I am glad to come to Kentucky. It is 
the skirmish line of 1900. The bigger the 
majority this fall the better the chances in 
1990. The skirmish of 1896 was another 
Bunker Hill; that of 1900 will be another 
Yorktown. The Chicago platform of 189 
was a new declaration. Like the deciara- 
tfon of Thomas Jefferson, it was not for a 
year, but for a generation.” 

He said railroads were hard things to 
buck, whether in public or political mat- 
ters, claiming that the railroads were sup- 
porting the opposition to Goebel. He also 
appva to e Populists who supported 
him in 1896 to stand by Goebel.

Declare That Mr. McKinley Has Trans. 
formed a Wer for Liberty in Cuba 
Into a War Against Lib- 
erty in Luzon. 


CHICAGO, Oct. 17.—The opposition of the 
anti-expansionists ta the subjugation of 
the Filipinos took tangible form to-day in 
the meeting of about 160 delegates from dit- 
ferent parts of the country to launch a 
crusade against the policy of the Adminis- 
tration in the Philippines. 

The meeting was called to order in Cen- 
tral Music Hall by Temporary Chairman 
Edwin Burritt Smith of Chicago. Mr. 
Smith spoke as follows: 

“It is now some 18 months since Mr. Mc- 
Kinley, with professions of reluctance, de- 
liberately changed a simpiy naval position 
before Manila into a compiex military sit- 
uation on Asiatic soil. The army of oc- 
cupation was not sent to protect the naval 
poree under Admiral Dewey. It was not 
sent to support a declaration that the Fili- 
pinos as well as the Cubans are and of 
right ought to be free and independent. It 
was sert to defend a fiag hoisted without 
right on a foreign soil. It was sent to 
transform a war of liberation in the West- 
ern Hemisphere into a war of conquest in 
Asia—in other words to commence ‘a war 
of criminal aggression.’ Men recruited to 
fight for liberty in Cuba were sent to fight 
against liberty in the Philippines. Mr. 
McKinley thus transformed a war for hu- 
manity in Cuba into a war of inhumanity 
in the East. 

“The vital defect in this policy Hes in its 
purpose to extend American soverignty by 
force over alien and fully occupied terri- 
cory. Here lies the sharp distinction be- 
tween our openly avowed policy in Cuba and 
Mr. McKinley's long carefully veiled pur- 
pose in the Philippines. It was this that 
made him break faith with invited and ac- 
cepted allies. It was this that caused him 
again and again to spurn and reject the 
many overtures from the leaders of the 
Filipinos. It was this that led him to brand 
as ‘rebels’ a vast population that mever 
owed allegiance to the United States. It 
was for this that he declared and continues 
a cruel: war which he may stop at any mo- 
ment. It was for this that he has vainly 
sought to bribe Aguinaldo to betray the 
cause of his people. It was for this that he 
bas re-established polygamy and slavery 
under the American flag. His purpose to 
make the Philippines a permanent posses- 
sion of the United States is the root of the 
difficulty. That purpose realized, the chRar- 
acter of American institutions is destroyed: 
that purpose foiled, the way out is alike 
easy and honorable. 

‘The administration seeks to complete 
the destruction of self-government in the 
Philippines before the American people can 

ass judgment upon its course. It seems to 
be thought that with the death by Ameri- 
can hands of the first attempt at self-gov- 
ernment in Asia, all opposition here will 
cease. Fhis is a huge mistake. Much as 
we abhor the ‘war of criminal aggression’ 
in the Philippines, greatly as we regret that 
the blood of the Filipinos is on American 
hands, we more deeply resent the betrayal 
of American institutions at home. The real 
firing line is not in the suburbs of Manila. 
It is here. The enemy is of our own house- 
hold. He comes to us prating of ‘loyalty’ 
and uttering fine phrases about benevolent 
assimilation, priceless principle and hoist- 
ed flags. 

“This conference should make it known 
at once, to whom it may concern, that we 
propose next year to contribute to the de- 
eat of any party that shall then: stand 
for the forcible ee of any people, 
that we shail oppose the re-election of any, 
who, in the White House or in Congress, 
shall have betrayed American liberty in pur- 
suit of empire, 

“The Republican party has not yet de- 
clared the old loyalty to be the new 
treason. Both the war and the new policy 
are still Mr. McKinley’s own. There are 
many who still hope for another case of 
scapegoat early next year that shall 
leave both parties free to support 
and defend the Declaration of In- 
dependence in the closing campaign of 
the country. Whether we shall thus avoid 
the supreme issue between Republic and 
Empire may not now be determined.”

‘l. The President should be held respon- 
sible for the war in the Philippines and 
for the sacrifice of life and the expenditure 
of treasure incurred in its prosecution. 

“2? The conference, in the name of the 
Anti-Imperialists of the country, should an- 
nounce its purpose to oppose his re-election 
and its further purpose to oppose the ele 
tion uf members of Congress who may sus- 
tain his policy. 

‘3 The conference may declare its Inten- 
tion to oppose the re-election of any mem- 
ber of Congress who may sustainyan ap- 

‘ 


 propriation of men or money for the pros- 


ecution of the war: On these points there 
should be no compromise, no concessions. 

“Thus far the President alone is responsi- 
bule. Should Congress endorse and sus- 
tain his policy, we can then carry the con- 
test into the States and districts for the 
purpose of unseating the men who may 
have supported and sanctioned the doings 
of the President. 

“At present we are not in co-operation 
with any political party. Let us reserve 
and preserve our right of action and our 
freedom of action in the Presidential elec- 
tion of 1900, until that contest has been 
organized, coupled with the understanding 
that it is our purpose to contribute to the 
defeat of ry party that demands the sub- 
jugation of the Philippine Islands. Our Re- 
public thus far, and certainly since the 
Thirteenth Amendment was adopted, has 
rested upon two great propositions: The 
equality. of men in the States and the 
equality \of States in the Union. The 
Piesident’s policy is an abandonment of 
both of these propositions and the substi- 
tution therefor of a colonial empire on 
the model of the British Empire. We de- 
mand peace in the Philippine Islands and 
the opportunity for the exercise of the 
right of self-government in Cuba, in Parto 
Rico-and in the Philippine Islands, and the 
only means by which our ceuntry can be 
saved from a disgraceful abandonment of 
the principles on which the Republic has 
rested for a long century and a degrading 
acceptance of wars and policies which we 
have denounced through the same period. 
Republic or Empire? That is the question 
before the country.”’

Woerhelde, as assignee of the Western 
Union Building and Loan Association, WNich 
did business in St. Louis until it became 
insolvent, in 1894, sued Johnston in 5Bt. 
Louis County to recover on a note for 
$1920, which the defendant had given to 
the association while it was solvent for 
money borrowed.

Was an ass gnee anda building and loap as- 
6o0ciation’s affairs must be wound up by 
a receiver. lt was declared that the di- 
rectors of such an association have no au- 
thority to make an assignment. 

The lower ccurt held also that, in as mucn 
as the association was insolvent because of 
outside obligations, other than those owing 
to its shareholders, it was not inso.vent at 
a@ll, since a building and loan association's 
legal indebtedness is what it owes to its 
shareholders. 

The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, which sent it to the, Court of Ap- 
pons, because it had no jurisdiction. But 

efore the case was transferred, Judge 
Grant of the Supreme Court, wrote an 
opinion, reversing the lower court. This 
Opinion was adopted by the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals and is made the decision of that 
court. 

It holds that building and loan associa- 
tions are on the same footing with other 
business enterprises and may make assign- 
ments as well as they. It is further deciare) 
to be the Iaw that, if such an association 
borrows money from outside pasties and 
uses it in its bustness, neither it nor its 
Shareholders will be permitted to question 
the legality of its indebtedness. 

The decision is made important because 
at least twenty cases turning upon the 
same points decided are pnending in the 
Circuit Court. 


The court dismissed the appeal in the 

case of Charles P. Johnson and others 
against George W. Jones, president of the 
Board of Election Commissioners. The 
case originated in the contest between 
Judges L. W. Valliant and William C. 
(Marshal!] in 1898 for the Democratic nomi- 
nation for the long-term Supreme Judge. 
Ex-Gov. Johnson and others from. the 
Twenty-eighth Wawnl, after that ward, in 
the regular Democratic convention, had 
declared for Marshall, organized an inde- 
endent Valliant delegation, which they 
ntended to have acknowledged as the 
genuine Twenty-eighth Ward delegation.

Estimates are based by the 1000 bricks laid 
in a wall. It is customary to deduct for 
doors, windows, arches, etc., but not for 
flues, ends of joists, girders, window 


four and one-half inch waii will require 
seven bvicks to the square foot; 14 for a 
nine-inch wall, ete. Tunnel and arch brick- 
work is measured by the cubic yerd.

INEAPPLE CAKE,—Take three-quar- 
ters of a pound of not over-ripe pine- 
apple, peel it; place half a pound of 


loaf sugar in a pan with half a pint of wa-, 


ter; boil to a thick syrup; cut the pineapple 
in small one-quarter inch dice, and pour 
the syrup over; when nearly cold add to tt 
a sponge cake dough, also a liqueur glassful 
of rum; let the whole stand in a cake tin 
for a short time, and bake the cake in a 
slow oven. 


PINEAPPLE CREAM.—One pound and 
six ounces of preserved pineapple, one tea- 
spoonful of the pine syrup, a quarter of 
a pint of clarified sugar, the juice of two 
lemons and a pint and a half of cream: 
rub through a sieve, and add four slices 
of preserved pine cut Into small dice. Stir 
the whole for a few minutes, then pour 
into a mould, cover, and leave on ice oy in 
a cool place for an hour. 


PRESERVED PINBAPPLE—Choose ripe 
and perfectly fresh pineapples, pare off 
the rind and cut the pines in slices one 
inch thick. Take the same weight of gran- 
ulated sugar’ as of the pineapple, pound 
for pound, pint of water for three or four 
pounds of pineapple. Boil the syrup, take it 
from the fire and when cool put in the pine- 
apples, simmer them till tender and let

Pour the 
boiling sugar over the fruit and put the 
whole into empty champagne bottles; stand 
the bottles in boiling water till the water 
— to vool, then cork and hermetically 
seal. 


PINEAPPLE TART.—Procure qa medi- 
um-sized, fine, sound pineapple; pare, peel 
and slice into thin slices, laying them in 
a dish, and add three ounces of powdered 
sugar; prepare a flat pie dish, lined with 
good puff paste, spread over a tablespoon- 
ful of apple marmalade, arrange the slices 
of pineapple neat y on top; then take three 
ounces of the puff paste, roll it out into 
a long narrow strip. Moisten the edge of 
the ple-cish with beaten egg and arrange 
the strip of paste around. Place the tart 
in a moderate oven, and let it bake for 
minutes. Then spread evenly over the 
top two ounces of apple jelly and sexsve.

LOUISVILLE, Ky., Oct. 16.--The very lat- 
est turf sensation from Kentucky ie the 
Statement that there will be two running 
tracks in this city next year. 

The Louisville Jockey Club js to have a 
rival with all sorts of money behind it, 
and purses are to be hung out, so it ‘s 


claimed, that will give those offered by the 
old club the appearance of a soiled two- 
_ President James J. Douglas of the trot- 
t-ng track has for some time past been con- 
templating the establishment of a new track 
here. He owns the magnificent grounds on 
the outskirts of the city where the trot- 
ting track is located, and now since it has 
been “ae demonstrated that the people 
of Louisville do not want a trotting meet- 
ing he ie thinking of using it for a run- 
ning track. It is @ mile long. and would 
make one of the best in the country. Sev- 
eral other prominent horsemen from Ken- 
tucky and Ohio are interested and it is 
said a meeting will be held the Ist of No- 
vember to complete the arrangements. 


Thus far everything has been carried on 
secretly, because Col. Douglas was not sure 
about it. Now he has about made up his 
mind. He has quietly made arrangements 
to get a franchise from the Turf Con- 
gress, and proposes to begin the season 
next spr ng just before the time the Jockey 
Club usually holds its meeting. In the fail 
there will probably be trots, but even this 
has not been decided upon. and it may be 
that there will also be a fall running meet- 
ing. The men who are behind the new 
movement have all sorts of money, and 
when they undertake anything they are not 
in the habit of worrying about the expense, 
This makes the scheme all the more seri- 
ous for the old Jockey Club people. 


The old track was established in 1875, and 
the Derby has since that time been one of 
the classic events of the running turf. The 
winner always brought a high price when 
sold, and there has never been a time that 
the EBastern turfmen did not bid for it. But 
this season has witneseed a decline in the 
giory of the old track. Col. M. Lewis Clarke 
committed: suicide because of his debts, 
and Emile Bourlier, the man of money 
behind it, died suddenly. Thus it was left 
with comparatively no strength, and for 
this reason Col. Douglas concluded that 
there was room for a new track. The books 
will be open for subscriptions in a short 
time, and a stock company will be formed, 
President Douglas will be at its head.

TRIAL OF “JACK” WILLIAMS. 


it Will Be Begun Wednesday With 


the Selection of a Jury. 

The trial of John M., also known as 
“Jack,” Williams for the killing of Edwara 
Kassebaum at Natural Bridge road and 
Grand avenue last March, will begin in 
Judge Spencer's court Wednesday. 

The indictment against Williams charges 
murder in the first degree. He is accused 
of going to the place where the killing oc- 
curred and starting a quarrel.
